C.C.F. made the biggest gains of 
any party as they took over in 
Saskatchewan to nullify a former 
Liberal majority from that prov-! 
ince. Labor-Progressive (Commun-! 
ist), who entered 100 in the race, 
failed to seat a member. 

In all it is estimated that more 
than $80,000 will be collected by the 
government in lost deposits. To 
save their deposit of $200 a mem- 
ber must poll at least half as many 
votes as the winning candidate. 

In Red Deer constituency, F. D. 
Shaw, Social Credit, was returned 
for another term. Unofficial count, ! 
with 149 polls heard from out of| 
153, showed Shaw in the lead with, 
& £73, followed by Archie Boyce, 
Liberal, with 4,968; Choate, Prog- 
Cons., 2,794; Smith, C.C.F., 1,125; 
Sarman, Lab.-Prog., 311.

showed Social Credit with 11, Lib-| 
erals 4, Prog. Conservatives 2, C.C.F. | 
and Lab.-Prog., none.

Thistle Control: Every fall toward 
tors are 
forced to insist that thistle patches 
be destroyed. The method of de- 
struction is often cutting and burn- 
ing or at least cutting while the 
crop is still immature. 

Sucn a practice ts very annoying 
to the farmer and means a lot of 
futile work on the part of the weed 
inspector or field supervisor. The 
patches can be controlled now with 
an application of 2,4-D,. The re- 
sultant damage to crop, even if it is 
in head, will probably be less than 
the total yield reduction caused by 
the thistles. 

In any case the crop can be al- 
lowed to head and mature and the 
thistles will have been given a 
definite set back, whereas the cut- 
ting and burning does nothing to- 
wards eradicating the thistles It 
merely prevents them from setting 
seed, 

Check your fields now and hand- 
spray those small patches of 
thistles. It will save you time and 
money In the end

Several farmers in the Didsbury 
district have recently asked what is 
the best variety of winter wheat to 
grow. The following information 
should be of interest. 

The question of whether or not to 
plant winter wheat, what variety to 
grow, and when to plant it, is now 
arising in the minds of many 
farmers. In making these de- 
cisions. a number of important 
points should be Kept in mind. 

Most Southern Alberta farmers 
are aware that a disease known as 
streak mosaic has caused severe 
damage to several winter wheat 
fields this year. This disease quite 
likely has also caused damage in 
previous years but until recently 
has been unidentified. 

The virus which causes streak 
mosaic must live in green plants 
and is carried from one plant to 
another by a small mite. In gen- 
eral, losses have been most severe 
in fields which have been planted 
early in August, and which have 
had near them a source of infec- 
tion such as green infected plants 
ir the next stubble strip. 

When the disease is present, the 
early date of seeding allows it to 
spread throughout the crop before 
winter. To reduce losses due to 
this disease. farmers should be 
sure that all green infected plants 
in adacent stubble strips are de- 
stroyed several days before their 
wheat is planted, 
should seed at the latest practical 
date. 


fy all conditions. This date is 
usually sufficiently early to obtain 
adequate fall growth for winter 
survival and for erosion control and 
although a later date may be pre- 
lerable, it is sufficiently late to 
reiuce losses due to streak mosaic 
and root rots. 

For Alberta conditions, very win- 
ter hardy varieties of wheat are 
necessary. The most winter hardy 
varieties available are Kharkov 22 
M.C and Yogo. Both varieties are 
bearded and are about equal in 
yielding ability.
